Washington, 
Sept. 11.— The new j 
war tax b ill, b y which is to b e raised* 
one-third 
of 
the $24,000,000 , (mh* 
needed to finance America's share of 
the world war during the coming i 
fiscal y ear, is the greatest piece of 
legislation of the kind ever attempt­ 
ed 
b y a 
congress 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
It touches prob ab ly 
every 
taxab le source and is 
intended 
to 
place the b ulk of the b urden where 
it b elongs and make every citizen 
share the cost of the fight for democ­ 
racy . 
Far reaching and inclusive, y et 
the tax b urden is said to b e not as 
heavy as that upon the people of 
England. 
It is also claimed it will 
United! no( work the hardship nor demand 
the self-sacrifice which has fallen to 
the lot of either the English or the 
French. 
The American people may appre­ 
ciate it more fully and they may un­ 
derstand more clearly the part they 
are taking financially 
b y 
giving 
passing notice at least, to the way s 
in which the Allied countries of Eu­ 
rope and particularly England, have 
raised their war revenue. 
The tax laws of England have ever 
b een more severe than those of the 
United States. 
It is only 
natural 
then that England's 
war 
taxation 
should he proportionately heavy . It 
must also he rememb ered that Eng-! 
land, b eing so near 
the 
fighting' 
zone and surrounded b y waters in­ 
fested b y enemy sub marines has had 
her commerce emb arrassed and her 
rich import duties, once the heaviest 
in the world, somewhat reduced. In 
addition to that the demand for man 
power for the army has taken from 
factories tlie lab or. 
Home industry 
has b een paraly zed. 
England has, therefore, b een com­ 
pelled to rely almost entirely upon 
loans— foreign and domestic— and 
upon a sy stem of internal taxation 
levied upon incomes, excess profits 
and luxuries.

English income and profits taxa­
